\ heads that they accomplished what the Na.
{ tional Governmeut, with its much be-scolded
| stone fleet, did not do—they changed the
face of the harbor, and nltered the course of
| the ehannel; for the sand blowing off Sum-.

created a bar and a beach where bafore was
